2 Para 18(b) of Section I of Volume II contains provision relating to import 
ol plant and machinery for replacement, balancing or modernisation The form 
in which requests for grant of licences for import of plant and machinery are to 
be made is at Anr.exure XI of Appendix 4 to the Import Trade Control Hand 
Book of Rules and Procedure, 1968- 

3. It is clarified that the requests for import of plant and machinery under 
the Import Policy for Registered Exporters will be considered only if these are 
accompanied by an essentiality certificate issued by the concerned sponsoring 
authority certifying the quantity and value of the machinery items applied for.

2- In para 19 of Section 1 Volume II it Is laid down that if an item allowed 
for import under this policy happens to be canalised lor import through the 
STC/MMTC or any other agency in accordance with the current Import Policy 
a release order will be issued in favour of the manufacturer for supply being 
arranged by the Canalising Agency at the International price plus reasonable 
Incidentals. 

8- For this purpose, the applicant firms should separately Indicate in their 
applications for grant of replenishment licences, the c.i.f. value of the canalised 
Items required by them. 

4. In para 20 of Section I, Volume II, an option has been allowed to the 
Registered Exporters for asking for release order in respect of items which are 
stocked by STC/MMTC- If any of the applicant firms desires to procure such 
material from STC/MMTC, they should separately indicate the c.ii. value of 
such material In their applications for grant of replenishment licences-

2. Para 4 of Section I in Volume II of the Red Book may be amended to read 
as under :~— 

"4. Exports on consignment basis will qualify for replenishment only after 
export proceeds have been realised against final sales and surrendered 
to the Indian Exchange Control. The import replenishment percent¬ 
age prevalent on the date of realisation of sale proceeds wil bs 
applicable against such exports”.
